£20M RAIL BID 
FOR CASTLE HILL 


A LIGHT rail service taking train pas¬ 
sengers into Dudley for the first time 
in 50 years could be opened within 
five years under a £20 million flagship 
project. 

The state-of-the-art railcar would transport 
millions of visitors from Dudley Port station to 
the former station at the bottom of Castle Hill. 


This would help tourists 
visit Dudley Zoo, the Black 
Country Living Museum 
and Dudley Canal Trust. 
There are also plans to then 
extend the light rail service 
towards Dudley bus station. 

The scheme has been 
unveiled following a deal 
struck between Dudley 
Council and Warwick Man¬ 
ufacturing Group, which 
wants to use it as a pilot 
scheme for its next genera¬ 
tion of railcars. 

The group will open a 
multi-storey National Cen¬ 
tre For Development of Very 
Light Rail Technology at the 
new station. Around 45 peo¬ 
ple would work at the site, 
overseeing the trial service 
and developing the technol¬ 
ogy. 

Funding 

Two tracks would be laid 
on a disused freight line 
from Dudley Port to the 
town with one used for the 
passenger service and the 
second for exclusive use by 
the tram developers. 

The group and council 
have secured support from 
Centro. The Black Country 
Living Museum and Dudley 
Zoo have also backed the 
plan. 

Dudley Council transport 
boss Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed said a business case 
was being written up for 
funding with bids to be 
made to the Government’s 
Local Growth Fund and to 
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the European Union. It is 
hoped that work could start 
on the scheme as early as 
next year, with the open¬ 
ing of the passenger service 
planned within five years. 

Councillor Ahmed said: 
“The passenger tram train 
service would be the jewel in 
the crown for the continued 
regeneration of Dudley. 

“It would bring huge 
potential for the town, 
bringing in millions of new 
visitors who currently face 
difficulty getting to the town 
and its attractions.” 

“Thirty seven million peo¬ 
ple visit Birmingham each 
year, with 70 per cent com¬ 
ing in on train and we need 
an easy link for those people 
into Dudley.” 

He added: “The scheme 
depends on funding but we 
are confident this will hap¬ 
pen. 

“We have received enthu¬ 
siastic support from groups 
across the country and in 
the borough. 

“This has been a long¬ 
time in the making but now 
we feel we are now at a stage 
to announce it.” 

Councillor Ahmed said 
the scheme would not stop 
the council’s aspiration for 
an extension of the Midlane 
Metro service through Dud¬ 
ley to Brierley Hill, serving 
the Merry Hill shopping 
centre.

from firms 
across region 

DESPITE fears of a slow¬ 
down for industry, more 
than half of manufacturing 
firms in the West Midlands 
say they have seen sales rise 
and expect them to keep 
on growing in the coming 
months. 

Improved productivity 
has been key to small and 
medium-sized firms contin¬ 
uing to grow, with six in 10 
saying they expect to spend 
more on new technology, 
machinery and premises. 

But workforce skills re¬ 
main vital, and 98 per cent 
of firms taking part in the 
Manufacturing Advisory 
Service (MAS) Barome¬ 
ter survey say they aim to 
maintain or increase their 
workforce. 

Lorraine Holmes, Wol¬ 
verhampton-based area di¬ 
rector at MAS, said: “Our 
Barometer shows that 
manufacturers are already 
responding to recent obser¬ 
vations by the Bank of Eng¬ 
land that productivity needs 
to be raised. 

“It is also reassuring that 
it’s not just the large man¬ 
ufacturers who understand 
what makes them competi¬ 
tive. Our small and medium 
firms have also recognised 
the importance of contin¬ 
ually improving productiv¬ 
ity.” 


Friends members say a 
refurbished Hippodrome 
would have 1,600 seats and 
their business plan states 
ticket prices would be ‘kept 
to a minimum’ as a venue 
for all the family.

Plans suggest the approx¬ 
imate cost of employing 10 
members of staff would cre¬ 
ate annual costs of £200,000. 

But officials predict prof¬ 
its would come through 
taking a proportion of ticket 
sales and the sale of refresh¬ 
ments. Takings would be 
£16,000 based on selling 
800 seats, priced at £20, 
for a show. Friends group 
members say they can make 
£35,000 a year selling re¬ 
freshments and £88,200 a 
year in drinks.

People having a say on where axe will fall 


AROUND 2,500 people have responded to 
a major consultation as council bosses in 
Dudley consider £57 million worth of cuts. 

Dudley Council wants people to select the 
top five services across the borough that 
matter the most to them. 

So far around 2,500 responses have been 
received in three weeks since the consulta¬ 
tion launched, the same amount received in 
total last year. That’s out of around 312,900 
people living in the borough. 

The council is proposing savings of 


£22.9m for 2015/16, moving up to £25.3m 
by 2016/17 and £27.4m by 2017/18. But the 
borough faces a deficit of up to £30m by 
2017/18 if additional savings are not found. 

Finance boss Councillor Stuart Turner 
said he was pleased by the amount of re¬ 
sponses received so far. 

“The response to the Big Question budget 
consultation in these first few weeks has 
been overwhelming and we would like to 
thank everyone who has taken time to have 
their say,” he said. “We have already re¬ 


ceived around 2,500 responses in just three 
weeks which is about the same amount we 
received in total last year. 

“This is, in part, due to our improved way 
of communicating with residents through 
our new e-bulletin service. We have been 
committed to engaging with local people 
over the last couple of years and I would 
remind residents they have until the end of 
January to take part — and can do so by 
going to our website or visiting their local 
library or Dudley Council Plus.” 


Money saving proposals include a 
shake-up of Dudley youth services to claw 
back £200,000. There are also plans to 
increase burial fees, expected to bring in 
£520,000. Savings will be made by transfer¬ 
ring the management of the New Bradley 
Hall care home in Kingswinford to a private 
firm. 

There are proposals to turn off some 
street lights after midnight to reduce en¬ 
ergy bills. Maintenance of parks could also 
be hit, in an attempt to save £265,000.

Centres will help 
dementia patients 

THE second stage of a £1.6 
million project to revamp 
day centres to help them 
better serve the needs of 
residents with dementia 
has been completed. 

Dudley Council has 
spent £650,000 overhaul¬ 
ing Brett Young Day Cen¬ 
tre in Halesowen. It follows 
the completion of refur¬ 
bishment at Brettell Lane 
Day Centre in Stourbridge. 

They have been turned 
into ‘Dementia Gateways’ 
to help 1,300 people as 
part of a scheme to im¬ 
prove the support given to 
the growing numbers diag¬ 
nosed with the condition.

ED Miliband, without a hint of irony, tells us the word 
that springs into his mind when he sees white-van man 
flying England flags from his Transit is “respect.”

A LABOUR bigwig on the radio was explaining how ea¬ 
gerly his party is recruiting working-class members.

I can’t recall such a successful, spontaneous, ef¬ 
fective and efficient means of marking an anniversary and 
it didn’t cost the public purse a penny. The poppies arrive 
neatly packed in a box with a booklet explaining the history 
of the display and a certificate of authenticity. Something 
to treasure. But this must not be the end of the Tower’s 
part in the Great War commemoration. July 1, 2016 will 
be the 100th anniversary of the first day of the Battle of 
the Somme when about 20,000 British soldiers perished 
and 40,000 were wounded. The planting of 20,000 white 
crosses in the moat of the Tower would be a fine memorial 
to the carnage of that day and to a battle which is forever 
imprinted in the British psyche. 

REALITY check, please. 
Home Secretary Theresa May 
says Britain faces a terror 
threat “unmatched before or 
since 9/11.” That’s a nasty 
attack of amnesia, Mrs May. 
Have you really forgotten that 
before 9/11 we had 30 years 
of the IRA Troubles? That was 
real terrorism. Thousands of 
bombs were detonated all 
over the United Kingdom and 
Ulster. More than 3,500 peo¬ 
ple were killed and 47,500 
injured. Since 9/11 there has 
been one successful Islamist 
attack on the UK, the 7/7 Tube bombings of 2005 in which 
52 people died, plus the slaying of Lee Rigby by a pair 
of deranged psychopaths. To compare today’s nebulous 
terrorist threat with the real, daily carnage of the Troubles 
is to rewrite history with no regard for the facts. The truth 
is that you are far less likely to be involved in a terrorist 
incident today than at any time in the 1970s, 1980s or 
1990s. Why politicians want to convince you otherwise is 
anyone’s guess. 

FIRST, GQ magazine names Tony Blair Philanthropist 
of the Year. Next, Save the Children gives him its Global 
Legacy award. Are we witnessing a worldwide epidemic 
of irony? 

REMEMBER Me (BBC1), the new supernatural thrill¬ 
er starring Michael Palin proves once again that nothing 
makes us dive behind the sofa quite like dark old houses, 
creaky floorboards, flickering shadows and things sudden¬ 
ly going BANG! The old ingredients are still the best. 

MEDIA doctor Max Pemberton points out to Bob Geldof 
that Ebola is by no means the biggest threat to Africa. As 
he puts it: “Diarrhoea kills far more people than Ebola. 
Why hasn’t Bob released a single about that?” Possibly 
because the Diarrhoea Song already exists. It is often 
heard being sung lustily on coach trips by Year Six kids 
and, frankly, no-one would want to buy it.

Open day part of new 
bid for tunnel museum

PLANS to turn Cold War 
bunkers near Stourbridge 
into a major visitor attrac¬ 
tion have been revived by 
campaigners. 

They are launching a fundrais¬ 
ing drive to open up Drakelow 
Tunnels, near Wolverley, as a 
museum. 

Drakelow has a mysterious lab¬ 
yrinth of tunnels which were also 
used as a manufacturing base dur¬ 
ing the Second World War. 

A scheme to renovate the tunnels 
and create a museum dedicated to 
their history was refused by Wyre 
Forest District Council planners in 
August, citing concerns over traffic. 

But now discussions have been 
held with site owners, Swiss com¬ 
pany Quercus Ilex SA, which is 
considering an appeal against the 
planning decision. 

It comes as members of campaign 
group, the Drakelow Tunnels Pres¬ 
ervation Trust, revealed details of a 
fundraising open day they plan to 
hold on Sunday. 

The group say around £500,000 
is needed to fund the restoration 
of around a third of the network of 
tunnels and to operate it as a mu¬ 
seum for the first year. 

Group member Michael Scott 
say volunteers have faced problems 
since thieves broke into the tunnels 
two years ago damaging one of two 
diesel generators. 

They want to raise an initial 
£60,000 o restore the bunker’s elec¬ 
tricity supply and hope the open day 
will help bring in that vital cash. 

“These tunnels could become an 
important tourist attraction and we 
need £500,000 to get the tunnels to 
a standard to get them open and for 
the first year running costs,” said 
Mr Scott. “We are looking to finance 
it ourselves.” 

Places on open day tours cost £10 
per adult and £5 for children aged 
between five and 16. Children under 
five cannot be admitted. A donation 
will also be made to Guide Dogs.

Mike Wood was chosen by a public vote to 
try to hold on to Dudley South when Con¬ 
servative MP Chris Kelly stands down at 
the General Election in May. 

Constituents were invited to choose from 
four candidates. Although 80 people regis¬ 
tered, 45 turned up last Wednesday night to 
pick a candidate for the seat where the Con¬ 
servatives seek to defend a 3,856 majority. 


Father-of-two Mr Wood, 38, is a barrister 
who spent seven years working in the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament. He is a councillor for Ped- 
more and Stourbridge East, who works as a 
freelance web designer and for Halesowen 
and Rowley Regis MP James Morris. 

He said: “I think 45 people going to a 
selection meeting on a miserable Wednes¬ 
day night in November is a good result. It 
is going to be a tough fight next year but I 
am ready for it. We have to work very hard, 
listen to people and get our message across. 
We cannot afford to lose seats like Dudley 
South.” 


Mr Wood said the meeting, which was not 
open to the press, saw questions rasied on 
the NHS and political reform. 

Mr Wood said: “I am a Eurosceptic. I’ve 
been arguing for reform and it’s finally 
within reach. 

“I would love to see a fundamentally dif¬ 
ferent relationship with the EU to persuade 
me it’s worth staying in.” 

Labour’s candidate is Natasha Millward 
while UKIP will be represented by Phil 
Rowe and the Greens by Vicky Duckworth. 
The Liberal Democrats have yet to an¬ 
nounce a candidate. 


Armed robber is sent to 
prison for terrifying raid

Luke Wroe and an accomplice were each brandish¬ 
ing a knife when they burst into the William Hill 
shop in Brettell Lane, Amblecote, Wolverhampton 


Threat of 
Taser often 
is enough 

WEST Midland Police fired 
a Taser electric shock weap¬ 
on at 122 people during the 
first six months of this year. 

Six hundred officers in the 
force are trained to carry 
the weapon that was used 
in 439 incidents across the 
region over the same period. 

In 56 incidents the 
weapon just needed to be 
drawn or simply aimed 31 
times before the incident 
was resolved. 

Dot 

The laser red dot had to 
be directed onto 228 people 
before they calmed down, 
new figures disclose. 

During the whole of 2013 
a Taser was used against 
176 people although there 
were a total of 221 firings 
since in some cases more 
than one Taser was fired at 
an individual. 

There were four instances 
between January last year 
and this June in which a 
Taser was successfully de¬ 
ployed against dogs. 

West Midland Police were 
involved in 84 firearm oper¬ 
ations this year up to No¬ 
vember 19, during which 61 
people were detained. 


Crown Court heard. 

They escaped with £479 
cash after demanding 
money from the lone woman 
assistant on duty, revealed 
Mr David Lees, prosecuting. 

Shortly after the Septem¬ 
ber 23 raid, following a tip 
off, police swooped on the 
home of the 26-year-old, 
who had four previous con¬ 
victions for robbery. The 
officers found the knife and 
a small amount of cannabis 
and amphetamines. 

Benefit 

Wroe told detectives that 
he resorted to crime because 
he had no benefit money left 
and was desperate for cash. 
He declined to identify the 
other robber for fear of re¬ 
prisals. 

Mr Richard Vardon, de¬ 
fending, said that it must 
have been ‘truly frighten¬ 
ing’ for the female member 
of staffbut reminded the 
court that no violence was 
used by the robbers. 

Wroe, of Fisher Street, 
Brierley Hill admitted rob¬ 
bery along with possession 
of controlled drugs and the 
knife. 

He was jailed by Recorder 
Michael Tregilgas-Davey, 
who told him: “It is quite 
clear that when times are 
hard you turn to commit¬ 
ting robberies. The woman 
working in the bookmakers 
was terrified by what hap¬ 
pened and what you did has 
had a significant effect on 
her life.”

Bringing a secret 
garden back to life 



Phil Baldwin opens the gates to Halesowen’s historic ‘secret garden’ 


ROB COX gets a glimpse 
inside Halesowen’s historic 
walled garden as work on 
its restoration begins 

HUNDREDS of years ago ‘se¬ 
cret’ gardens were a feature of 
large country houses, growing 
enough fruit and vegetables to 
feed the entire household. 

An 18th century walled garden in 
Halesowen has been derelict for several 
years but campaigners are bringing it 
back to life as they plan to restore it to 
its former glory for everyone to see. 

They have had their first peek into 
the overgrown walled garden on the 
Leasowes Park estate and describe it as 
‘magical’. 

Sadly their first glimpse also revealed 
other visitors had been in the garden — 
vandals. 

Damage 

On entering the Grade I listed garden 
members of the Halesowen Abbey Trust, 
which purchased the garden, found van¬ 
dals had scaled the walls, smashed win¬ 
dows, ripped up electric cables and even 
lit fires in the two-acre plot of land. 

Yet despite the damage, the garden 
has retained much of its character and 
community leaders will let the setback 
alter their restoration plans. 

The garden had previously been used 
by Stourbridge College as a horticultural 
education centre but none of its students 
had been inside for the last two years. 

Mick Freer, who headed the purchase 
on behalf of the Trust, said: “The van¬ 
dals had ripped up cables, torn out cop¬ 
per piping and put graffiti all over the 
walls. “They had even damaged the 
sandstone capping on the walls when 
they had climbed over to gain entry. 

“It was tremendously overgrown but 
at least we can deal with mother nature. 
There has been two years of growth since 


the college came out. It is quite spec¬ 
tacular what can happen in that time.” 

The walled garden was historically 
used to grow vegetables and flowers 
for the estate, which would have had 
about 20 family members and serv¬ 
ants. It contained greenhouses, a boiler 
and ‘a bothy’ where the head gardener 
would sleep to protect his produce from 
thieves and wildlife. 

It was taken over by the local author¬ 
ity in 1934, before Stourbridge College 
was given the keys in 1974. 

The Trust members say the garden 


has retained much of its character and 
they are considering naming the resto¬ 
ration work the ‘secret garden’ project. 

Mick’s wife Carole described seeing 
the gardens for the first time as a ‘mag¬ 
ical’ moment.“The gardens had quite a 
spiritual feel to them,” she explained. 
“There is such a tranquillity about it 
especially in these days where everyone 
is so busy all the time and everything is 
so fast paced.” 

“This is part of Halesowen’s heritage, 
so it is very important to me. There are 
a lot of people who don’t event know 


the garden exists but I am sure local peo¬ 
ple will get behind the project and want 
to come and visit. 

“It is quite a daunting task and it will 
be very challenging to get it back to how 
it used to be. I have no doubt it will be 
well worth it.” 

Walled gardens were a feature of 18th 
and 19th century estates and there are 
other examples locally at Shugborough 
Estate, Sandwell Park Farm and at Sug- 
nall Hall near Stafford. 

Part of the wall’s role was to prevent 
it from encroaching on the views from 
the house but they also had a much 
more practical purpose. 

Helen Edwards, a warden at the 
Leasowes park estate, said: “Some of the 
walls have cavities in them which would 
have been used to heat the environment 
for the vegetables. They would light a 
fire in the cavities allowing them to grow 
more exotic fruit, such as peaches. 

“The walls were really to maintain a 
decent habitat to keep things like rab¬ 
bits out which could damage the garden. 
It would have been a very nice and warm 
and sheltered spot for growing a whole 
range of vegetables. 

“From our point of view as wardens 
we definitely welcome the move to re¬ 
open the garden to the public. It is a val¬ 
uable part of of our history and would 
be a fantastic addition to a visitor’s ex¬ 
perience.” 

The aim of the trust is to restore the 
garden, to have the buildings in period, 
to begin growing fruit and vegetables 
and to have the whole thing open to the 
public. There may be allotments availa¬ 
ble to local residents. 

It follows work earlier this year to 
restore three other historic areas in 
Leasowes Park, created by poet William 
Shenstone. 

The Trust will be seeking grants and 
sponsors to help pay for the restoration. 

Mr Freer added: “It will be the first 
time in more than 200 years the garden 
will be open to the public. The potential 
of the site is enormous.” 


WEEK IN 
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IF all goes well for the new lead¬ 
er of a Black Country council, he 
won’t be in the job that long. 

Pete Lowe is to take over the 
reins at Dudley Council because 
David Sparks is tied up with 
chairing the Local Government 
Association. 

But he’s also the Labour can¬ 
didate for Stourbridge at next 
year’s General Election. 

If he wins that, he won’t be 
able to juggle being in Parlia¬ 
ment most of the week with be¬ 
ing leader so would step down. 

This assumes Councillor Lowe 
is confident of winning the mar¬ 
ginal seat, of course. But it won’t 
be easy. 

Councillor Lowe is clearly 
highly respected within the La¬ 
bour ranks, hence running unop¬ 
posed. And with 42 out of the 72 
seats on the council, it is not as 
though they were short of possi¬ 
ble contenders. 

If he wins Stourbridge and 
stands down, it’ll mean the 
council ends up with its third 
leader in three years. 


Ahead of his own selection 
meeting, Pete Lowe congratulat¬ 
ed Mike Wood on being chosen 
as the Tory candidate for Dudley 
South, while also urging people 
to vote for Labour’s Natasha 
Millward in the same tweet. 

Dudley South’s Tories decided 
to throw open the selection pro¬ 
cess to the public, copying the 
US system of open primaries. 

Mr Wood, a councillor for 
the Dudley borough, was cho¬ 
sen from a shortlist of four with 
members of the public who live 
in the constituency invited to 
register to attend. 

The press weren’t allowed in 
but the Tories said 80 people 
registered and in the end 45 
turned up. Labour seized on this 
as evidence that the party was 
heading for disaster. We’ll have 
to wait until May to see. 

And there was a brave face put 
on it by the Tories who blamed 
the cold, miserable November 
night for people staying in. 

Still, it must have been good 
for the Tory members’ egos to 
know there was at least one 
Labour member in their midst 
keeping an eye on proceedings 
and tweeting about the num¬ 
bers. 


Mike Wood will be replacing 
Chris Kelly as the Toiy candi¬ 
date. Mr Kelly is standing down 
as an MP after one term. But the 
new contender is following Mr 
Kelly by being a declared Euro¬ 
sceptic. Mr Wood admits that 
David Cameron’s renegotiation 
of Britain’s relationship with the 
EU would have to bring a ‘funda¬ 
mental’ change for him to want 
to vote to stay in if the promised 
referendum goes ahead. 

That’sgoing to be an easier 
position to defend than being 
pro-EU and pro-referendum. 

Labour doesn’t want one. The 
Tories do. But what a mixed 
message they’d send if they 
promise to give the public a 
choice then hope they don’t 
make the ‘wrong’ one.

Concern at Environment Agency record 


I REFER to your recent article under 
the heading ‘Trash Mountain Still 
Stands Tali’. 

Your paper has diligently followed 
the issues that have arisen around 
the site used by Refuse Derived Fuel 
for the last few years and highlighted 
the problems experienced by local res¬ 
idents. Despite the company’s director 
Robert McNaughton being jailed at the 
end of last year for failing to meet sev¬ 
eral deadlines for removal of the waste, 
this site is still an eyesore and is still 
awaiting clearance. 

What action is the Environment 


Agency actually taking? They do not 
currently appear to know if any ma¬ 
terial has been removed since Mc- 
Naughton’s release— what situation 
are they monitoring; what progress has 
been made regarding the sequestration 
of McNaughton’s assets to contribute 
towards the cost of this clearance, 
which was earlier estimated to be circa 
£750,000. 

This same agency is in the process 
of considering the grant of an envi¬ 
ronmental permit to a company called 
Clean Power who wish to develop an 
anaerobic digester and pyrolysis plant 


immediately adjacent to the current 
waste site still occupied by RDF. 

One seriously has to question the 
ability of the Environment Agency to 
assess the impact of these proposals on 
the local residents and also to monitor 
the management and conduct of this 
new site if it were to be granted the 
necessary approvals. This is the same 
government body who were responsi¬ 
ble for a total lack of planning in deal¬ 
ing with the flooding of the Somerset 
Levels earlier this year.

LAST week Councillor Mike 
Wood became the first can¬ 
didate in Dudley to be se¬ 
lected by the local commu¬ 
nity. 

Normally, the candidates 
that political parties ask you 
to vote for in a General Elec¬ 
tion have been chosen by a 
handful of party members 
in meetings behind closed 
doors. Instead, local Con¬ 
servatives decided to throw 
the invitation open to every 
single person who is on the 
electoral register in Dudley 
South. 

This is common in the 
United States but it’s still 
new over here, and this was 
the first time that any polit¬ 
ical party had done it locally. 

There are always going 
to be some people worrying 
about doing anything differ¬ 
ently and this new way of 
selecting a candidate is no 
different. 

Opponents 

‘What if our political op¬ 
ponents hijack the meeting 
with loads of their support¬ 
ers and pick the candidate 
they want?’ was just one 
of the comments we heard. 
But it was the right decision 
to open up the process and 
we’ve selected a great, local 
candidate. 

We want candidates — 
and then MPs — who will 
work hard to represent the 
local community. Surely it 
makes sense to involve the 
local community in choosing 
who will do that the best. 

The selection meeting at 
the Kingswinford School 
was different to normal se¬ 
lection meetings in other 
ways, too. 

There were no speeches. 
Instead of allowing one 


candidate after another 
to tell the audience how 
wonderful they are, there 
were a series of questions 
covering everything from 
jobs, the economy and the 
NHS to Clean Power’s ap¬ 
plication to build an energy 
plant in Brierley Hill (Mike 
is against) and the Labour 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner’s plans to close the 
front desks at 27 local police 
stations (which Mike is also 
against). 

With just five months to 
go until the General Elec¬ 
tion, there is no time to 
waste in getting out on the 
doorstep, meeting local peo¬ 
ple. On Friday Mike led the 
first campaign evening, out 
knocking on doors in Word- 
sley. 


It was fantastic to get 
such a good response on 
the first night and a great 
opportunity to listen to peo¬ 
ple’s views on the area and 
what could be improved. 

There was overwhelming 
support for David Camer¬ 
on’s speech on immigra¬ 
tion, and particularly for 
migrants from other EU 
countries to have to wait 
four years before claiming 
in-work benefits and only be 
able to claim Child Benefit 
for children who are actu¬ 
ally in Britain. 

On Saturday morning, 
Mike was interviewed on 
Bridge Radio and was asked 
what he thought were my 
biggest achievements as 
your MP over the past four- 
and-a-half years. 


Mike said that my work 
on new laws to tackle metal 
theft was already making 
a big difference locally and 
highlighted my role promot¬ 
ing the importance of family 
businesses. 

Thirdly, Mike raised my 
stand on the EU — fighting 
for a referendum even be¬ 
fore that became Conserva¬ 
tive Party policy. 

As a Eurosceptic, Mike 
will make sure that the next 
Conservative Government 
will let the people decide 
whether we stay in the EU.

Over the weekend Mike 
attended several Christ¬ 
mas events including at the 
Kingswinford Royal British 
Legion Club, the Wordsley 
and District Community 
Association and ‘Light Up 
Wall Heath’. 

As a local man — or as one 
lady Mike spoke to recently 
put it: ‘A Dudley bloke for 
Dudley folk’ — Mike knows 
how vital the work is that 
these groups and their vol¬ 
unteers do for the commu¬ 
nity all year round. 

It was great to see them 
being so well supported and 
we both hope they raised 
lots of money to support 
their excellent work.

Borough is worst for fuel 
poverty in the Black country 


TENS of thousands of households 
across the rewgion are living in fuel 
poverty and struggling to keep their 
homes heated, new figures have re¬ 
vealed. 

In the Black Country 63,579 properties 
out of 384,987 homes cannot afford their 
fuel bills. 

The data has been released by Age UK as part 
of their Warm Homes campaign against fuel 
poverty, warning 24,000 older people could die 
because of the cold. 

The figures include all households, regard¬ 
less of their occupants’ age and were worked 
out based on the household income. Someone is 


classed as fuel poor if they would spend so much 
of their earnings to heat their home it would 
take them below the poverty line. 

In some areas between one in 10 and almost 
one in five homes are classed as being fuel poor. 

Dudley has the highest number of fuel poor 
households in the area with 19,731 out of 
137,166 properties. That’s just above Wolver¬ 
hampton with 19,057 homes in fuel poverty out 
of 104,949 — though given the city’s smaller 
population, the proportion is worse with 18.2 per 
cent of homes affected compared with Dudley’s 
14.4 per cent. 

Sandwell has 11, 341 out of 68,925 homes in 
such poverty, which is 16.5 per cent. 

MP for Dudley North Ian Austin said: “Lots 
of families in the Black Country are struggling 


to make ends meet. Wages here are below the 
national average and bills keep going up, with 
energy bills rocketing by £300 in the last four 
years. 

“For more than one in ten homes in the Black 
Country things are so bad that heating bills are 
pushing them into poverty. 

“I want energy bills to be frozen while we 
get long-term solutions in place like scrapping 
Ofgem (The Office of Gas and Electricity Mar¬ 
kets) and getting thousands of homes in Dudley 
insulated.” 

Caroline Abrahams of Age UK said: “No older 
person should worry that they could die from 
the cold in their own home. Fuel poverty is a 
national scandal which has claimed the lives of 
too many people for far too long” 


Lynx are loving 
zoo’s woodchip 

A CARPATHIAN lynx family are rolling 
around in joy after their paddock was re¬ 
vamped with woodchip from Dudley Zoo’s 
recycled trees. 

As part of the attraction’s ongoing site 
management trees at the end of their nat¬ 
ural life have been taken down around 
the 40-acre site. And not a bit has been 
wasted, with leaves and branches used to 
feed our giraffe, tapir and Barbary sheep 
families and the remainder used to make 
woodchip for the lynx paddock. 

Team Leader Jay Haywood,said the 
lynx family, Dave, Daisy and triplets Dick, 
Dom and Daphne, were loving playing in 
their new-look home. He said: “In a big 
cat, the part of the brain that processes 
smells is vast and when they smell dif¬ 
ferent scents they can release happy hor¬ 
mones. They have started rubbing and 
rolling in the woodchip.”

Black Country man who 
won over a Welsh town 


IT was nid yw cefnogaeth i 
lawr — or no backing down 
— from a proud Black 
Country man as he took the 
chairmanship of a Welsh 
council. 

Being the first Englishman to 
take the honour, Bernard Shaw 
faced a rebellion by Welsh speakers 
on Porthmadog Town Council but, 
determined to hear all views, he 
brought in a translator to help him 
communicate with his more stub¬ 
born colleagues. 

The father-of-two, originally from 
Wordsley, eventually won over fel¬ 
low members of the council at the 
Welsh harbour town and became a 
popular member of the community. 

Tributes have been paid to Mr 
Shaw, who died last week aged 82, 
after a battle against lung cancer. 
He is survived by his wife of 58 
years Hazel, his two children, Re¬ 
becca and Joanne, and four grand¬ 
children. 

Mr Shaw was a former head boy 
of Dudley Grammar School who 
did his National Service with The 
Green Howards in Germany. As a

child his family moved ton Claremont 
Road, Sedgley, and after school got job 
at the Inland Revenue in Dudley before 
becoming an inspector of taxes at Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

Mr Shaw was transferred to the In¬ 
land Revenue’s office in Porthmadog 
and the family started a new life in 
Wales, setting up home in village of 


Borth-y-Gest. He later set up his own 
tax consultancy business. In 1974 he 
was elected to Porthmadog Town Coun¬ 
cil. Five years later he was elected as 
chairman of the council. 

His brother-in-law Graham Gough 
said: “Even though he lived for many 
years in Wales he was still proud of his 
Black Country roots.”

Jake Elcock, who played bass with Find¬ 
ers Keepers and The Montanas back in the 
day, said the group are looking forward to 
the gig at the Wulfrun Hall on Saturday, 
December 13. 

He said: “This is the fourth year we have 
done this now and we are heading back to 
Wolverhampton where we all used to play. 

“We all kept in touch because we became 
friends when we were all playing on the 
scene and then a few years ago we had this 
idea to play again. I didn’t even have a gui¬ 
tar at the time. 

“But the show actually sold out, so now 
we do a Christmas show every year. That’s 
where we got the name from really. We’re 
all getting on a bit so we’re old crocks, but 
it’s also a mixture of Christmas rockers, 
which is what we do.” 

The band is made up of Alan Clee, a lead 


guitarist with Finders Keepers, Roy ‘Drip¬ 
per’ Kent who was on vocals for Finders 
Keepers but also performed with Light Fan¬ 
tastic. Graham Hollis and Will Hayward 
both played with The Montanas, while John 
Oakley was the saxophonist for Revival. 

Comedian Ian “Sludge” Lees, former 
singer with Light Fantastic and ex-mem- 
ber of The Montanas and The Telstars, will 
also perform with John O’Hara, vocalist 
with The Californians, and Graham Bunt, 
guitarist with Tommy. 

The ten-strong band is completed by the 
sole youngster in the line-up. But Chris 
Groucutt, 26, has Black Country rock his¬ 
tory behind him however, as he is the son 
of Kelly Groucutt, former bassist with the 
Electric Light Orchestra. 

All of the band still live locally, in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Gornal, Dudley and Sedgley, and 
Mr Elcock said they were looking forward 
to playing back in Wolverhampton. 

Mr Elcock added: “We used to play ven¬ 
ues like the Lafayette, Park Hall and the 
Cleveland Arms, which back then had live 


music on about five nights a week. 

“There were some great bands that 
played back then and the music scene was 
really good. Back in the 60s and 70 you 
could go out seven nights a week and there 
would always be four of five different ven¬ 
ues with acts on. 

“I remember we used to go to Trysull 
Country Park on a Tuesday and it wouldn’t 
finish until 2am, and then we all had to get 
up and go to work then next morning. It 
was a very exciting time.” 

The Crockers play a mixture of 60s clas¬ 
sics from The Beatles, The Rolling Stones 
and The Kinks, as well as songs by The 
Montanas, such as Ciao Baby and Let’s Get 
a Little Sentimental. 

There will also be entertainment from co¬ 
median Doug Parker, and David Essex trib¬ 
ute act Chris Knott to get the crowd going.

MUSICIAN Dan Whitehouse 
talks to DANNY FARRAGHER 
about his music and the evo¬ 
lution of his new album 


IT only took 10 days to lay 
down but Wolverhamp¬ 
ton singer/songwriter Dan 
Whitehouse’s latest album 
has been maturing for years. 

Whitehouse, originally from 
Compton in the city, now works 
from the centre of Birmingham. 

He has spent most of the last three 
years touring and building a steady 
reputation as a stand-out musician 
who takes his music very seriously. 

“My song writing is always at the 
centre of my focus and that’s what 
I spend the most time on. It’s what 
makes me happy and is what drives 
me; keeps me in a positive mind¬ 
set. Life is not worth living without 
music.” 

His latest album, Raw State, which 
was released on Monday and is offi¬ 
cially launched at the Glee Club, Bir¬ 
mingham on Sunday, is not new in 
the conventional sense. There is only 
one fresh track but it has, according 
Whitehouse, evolved as a process of his 
touring. 

Textures 

“When we recorded the first few re¬ 
cords they were written in the studio 
and we used multi-tracking and layer¬ 
ing to add lots of textures and then I 
went and did two or three years tour¬ 
ing those songs. 

“During that time I felt the songs 
really took on a new form and evolved 
so then I felt like I had reached a point 
where I could walk into a studio and 
lay down raw versions of them. 

“I think it brings a kind of vibrancy 


and life and energy something akin 
to what you might get from the live 
show.” 

“This is an album I have carved out. 
It’s like a sculpture that has taken 
five years and this is the end result. I 
started out with a big lump of rock and 
now I am really proud of that sculp¬ 
ture, it’s kind of distorted and imper¬ 
fect but I am really proud of it.” 

So is the process ever fully finished 
for him? 

“No, I am always hungry and look¬ 
ing for the next level. There are always 
other places to go, that’s the great 
thing about music there are always 
people who inspire and there are al¬ 
ways more things to learn and more 


things to discover. I try not rest on my 
laurels because I still feel there are 
songs I want to write and still places, 
artistically, that I haven’t ventured 
into. 

Whitehouse has been touring mostly 
with New York singer, author and poet 
Simone Felice who he met through 
the Glee Club and now things seem to 
have come full circle now for him. 

“This gig at the Glee is the biggest 
capacity venue I have ever played, it 
can hold more than 400 so is very am¬ 
bitious. 

“It’s going to be a kind of Christmas 
extravaganza with special guests.”

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Councils to tackle 'crack 

cocaine* of gambling 

COUNCILS in the West Midlands 
are backing a campaign to clamp 
down on high stakes betting ma¬ 
chines, dubbed the ‘crack co¬ 
caine’ of gambling by critics. 

Dudley, Wolverhampton, Sandwell 
and Birmingham councils are among 
93 local authorities nationwide who 
have joined together to call on the 
Government to bring an end to what 
they call ‘casino-style gambling on the 
nation’s high streets’. 

The authorities say they have seen a rise 
in the number of bookies, mainly big name 
chains on high streets, introducing more 
Fixed Odds Betting Terminals. 

Maximum 

They want the maximum stake cut to £2 
on machines that can see up to £100 bet per 
20 second spin. 

One machine alone could see £18,000 
gambled in an hour, and with up to four 
machines in a store, £72,000 could be spent 
during peak hours, far exceeding the level 
of other gaming machines found in bingo 
halls and arcades, according to London’s 
Newham Council which is leading the cam¬ 
paign. 

Tom Watson, Labour MP for West Bro¬ 
mwich East, has been campaigning against 
the machines. He said: “People who know 
about these machines are not surprised to 
hear them called the crack cocaine of gam¬ 
bling. 

“Players can lose hundreds of pounds in 
minutes on them. They are a magnet for 
problem gamblers. Their impact has been 
to turn many shopping areas into high 
street digital casinos. 

“I’m extremely grateful that local coun¬ 
cils recognise their is a growing problem 
with these pernicious machines.” 

Councillor Roger Lawrence, leader of 
Wolverhampton City Council, said: “These 
terminals can be highly addictive. There is 
an impact on people who are extremely vul¬ 
nerable and their families.”

Over half 
memorial 
wreckers 
not caught 

MORE than half of the van¬ 
dals and thieves who tar¬ 
geted war memorials in the 
region over the last three 
years have not been caught, 
police figures reveal. 

West Midlands Police say 
they have 10 offences in¬ 
volving damage to memorial 
sites on record since 2011. 

Only four instances re¬ 
corded by officers over this 
period of time have been de¬ 
scribed as being ‘detected’. 

Chairman of the Gornal 
Royal British Legion, Coun¬ 
cillor Ken Finch, said: “It is 
nothing but disgusting. 

“In my opinion anyone 
found doing something like 
this should be punished to 
the highest degree. 

Graffiti 

“They are damaging sites 
built in memory of people 
who died so they could live a 
free life. It shows absolutely 
no respect.” 

Vandals who scrawled 
graffiti over the steps lead¬ 
ing to the cenotaph in Wol¬ 
verhampton City centre’s 
St Peter’s Church just days 
before First World War me¬ 
morial ceremonies earlier 
this year were caught, as 
were the thieves who stole a 
bronze plaque from the war 
memorial at St Augustine’s 
Church in Dudley. 

Cases left undetected in¬ 
clude an arson attack on St 
John’s Preservation Ground 
in Dudley last year, where a 
poppy wreath was set alight.

Bryan Scrivener, and

Musical nostalgia 
for the 60s and 80s 



The Exception — 1960s Brum Beat outfit rescued from obscurity by new release 


Reviews by Leon Burakowski 


SOME of today’s hottest 
young acts — including 
Sam Smith, Ed Sheeran and 
Oily Murs — cover hits from 
around 30 years ago on 
37-track double CD Sounds 
Of The 80s, on Warner Music. 

But the old school also get in 
on the act with several artist of 
an 80s vintage covering songs by 
their peers. Former Housemartin 
Paul Heaton returns, with Jacqui 
Abbott, to Caravan Of Love, Chris- 
sie Hynde covers Morrissey (Every 
Day Is Like Sunday) and Level 42 
take on INXS (Need You Tonight). 

Inspired by Sara Cox’s popular Ra¬ 
dio 2 show, the album does throw up 
a few interesting chalk-and-cheese 
combinations, such as British country 
siblings Ward Thomas covering Mi¬ 
chael Jackson’s Man In The Mirror, Will 
Young’s tender take on Womack and 
Womack’s Teardrops and Birdy’s radi¬ 
cal revamp of Madonna hit Lucky Star. 

Most artists just play it straight but 
Sam Smith is a good choice for Whit¬ 
ney Houston’s How Will I Know, Pas¬ 
senger’s voice is ideal for Romeo & 
Juliet by Dire Straits, as is James Blunt 
for Elton John’s I Guess That’s Why 
They Call It The Blues, and Kylie takes 
Bette Davis Eyes by Kim Carnes to the 
disco. 

Other combinations include Boyzone 
with The Whole Of The Moon by The 
Waterboys, Ed Sheeran with Bruce 
Springsteen’s Atlantic City, London 
Grammar on Chris Isaak’s Wicked 
Game and Oily Murs having fun with 
Earth Wind & Fire’s disco classic Let’s 
Groove. 

Katie Melua revises Black’s Wonder¬ 


ful Life and Train take on Simply Red’s 
Holding Back The Years. The Over¬ 
tones are a bland choice for Wham’s 
Wake Me Up Before You Go Go but 
The Pierces do justice by Peter Gabriel 
and Kate Bush duet Don’t Give Up. 

Cherry Red’s RPM imprint rescues 
a band’s legacy from the mists of time 
with The Eagle Flies On Friday: Com¬ 
plete Recordings 1967-1969 by Brum¬ 
mie rock band The Exception. The 
band were formed by ex-members of 
The Uglys and included bassist Dave 
Pegg and guitarist Roger Hill who went 
on to Fairport Convention. The Excep¬ 
tion were led by Alan ‘Bugsy’ East- 
wood from Erdington. 

The title track has a Northern Soul 
vibe and there are swinging 60s mod 
numbers like Gaberdine Saturday 
Night Street Walker and the jazzy Sun¬ 
day Night At The Prince Rupert. The 
Animals-like bluesy Turn Over The Soil 
is a highlight. However, the cringe-wor¬ 
thy ska novelty Rub It Down and Elvis 
satire Back Room perhaps explains 
why they didn’t become as big as The 
Move or The Spencer Davis Group. 

Fans of the era will also enjoy the de¬ 


tailed sleeve notes on the Brum Beat 
scene in Birmingham and the Black 
Country during the 60s. This issue also 
marks the first time their rare album 
The Exceptional Exception has been 
on CD, which also includes several 
previously unissued tracks. 

From the same label comes Nev¬ 
er Say Goodbye: The Complete Re¬ 
cordings 1964-1966 by the Bo Street 
Runners, a popular Mod band on the 
London scene who never had hits de¬ 
spite TV exposure via a Ready Steady 
Go talent show. Their bluesy Manfred 
Mann-like numbers turn more soulful 
with the latter addition of fresh singer 
Mike Patto and drummer Mick Fleet- 
wood, who went on to mega-success 
with Fleetwood Mac. 

RPM have also put out Our Day Will 
Come: The Very Best of Ruby and 
the Romantics, a double CD 42-track 
1960s set by a great mellow soul outfit 
in The Platters mode. The combination 
of Ruby Nash’s lead vocals with the 
male harmonies and shimmering Ham¬ 
mond organ is a delight, and a couple 
of Northern Soul gems can be found 
among the easy listening standards.

WHEN it comes to choosing a meal with 
Lewis Carrington - the natural funnyman 
from Wednesfield who won the hearts of the 
nation in TV documentary Grimefighters - 
the choice is simple. 

Before reading the menu, the charismatic 
former refuse collector, declares: “I’ll have a 
steak, with chips. They do serve steak, don’t 
they? I don’t normally bother with the salad, 
but it looks healthy doesn’t it?” 

With an obliging selection of food, the 
Crown at Wergs, Wolverhampton, serves 
up a 28-day dry-aged Casterbridge rib-eye, 
with chunky chips, crispy onions and rocket. 

“That’s perfect,” says Lew. 

With a captive audience - host Steven 


Burchell Dip CDT RCS(Eng) GDC 108353 
gets the full-on Lew treatment - and it’s not 
long before the man who topped 1,500 fans 
on the Grimefighters’ Facebook website is 
sharing his inimitable tales. 

“There’s a rugby player I know, who lost his 
ears - it can get a bit rough (you look like a 
rugby player yourself, Steve). 

“Anyway, he went to the doctors, who said 
if he’s have brought the ears to him he could 
have sewn them back on. 

“No worries, though . . . come back later 
and I’ll get you a couple, he said. 

“So he did and there waiting to be attached 
was dog’s ear and a pig’s ear. 

“You’ll be alright,” says the doc, “just cover 


‘em up with your hair and come back in a 
week. 

“On his return, the doc asks how he was 
getting on. 

“Well, my dog ear’s brilliant I can hear stuff 
from miles away . . . but with the pig’s ear I 
keep getting a lot of.. . crackling.” 

Absolutely perfect 

But the laughter momentarily dies as Lew 
recalls past restaurant meals. 

“I could have never had done this before 
getting my teeth fixed. I’d go to a restaurant 
and make an excuse that I was popping to

November 12, 53 years ago, 
you may recall the line-up of 
the Royal Variety Performance. 

Bruce Forsyth took to the stage 
at the Prince of Wales Theatre, 
and introduced the likes of Lionel 
Blair, Morecambe and Wise, and a 
fresh-faced young woman from 
Tiger Bay who became a music 
legend. 

Shirley Bassey made her debut 
at the prestigious show, only the 
second to be televised at that 
point.Of course it wouldn’t be 
the last time she would wow the 
masses at the RVP Four years 
later she was at the London 
Palladium for another of seven 
Royal Variety Performance 
appearances. 

In 1971, she and Bruce 
returned; then Shirley was back 
again in 1976, the same year 
comedian-in-waiting Michael 
McIntyre was born. 

After an 11-year break, the 
diamante diva returned in 1987, 
by which time Ellie Goulding and 
every member of McBusted had 
made their own debut in the world. 


By 1994, Jack Whitehall, Demi 
Lovato and Ed Sheeran had 
tottered onto the stage of life, 
and Ms Bassey’s services were 
requested again, as they were in 
2000 (at the Dominion Theatre). 

In 2005, she was on home turf 
at Cardiff’s Millennium Centre, 
and now Shirley is back at the 
Palladium for one of the biggest 
events in the showbiz calendar.

Fuel on motorways a rip-off 


Supermarket petrol prices 
may have fallen but drivers 
feel they are being ripped off 
by motorway services fuel 
tariffs, according to a new 
RAC survey. 

Research from the motoring organ¬ 
isation showed that petrol and diesel 
prices at motorway service stations 
can be as much as lOp higher than 
those elsewhere. 

Of 1,463 motorists polled, 74 per 
cent reckoned motorway prices were 
“very expensive” with 26 per cent re¬ 
fusing to buy fuel at motorway stops. 


As many as 63 per cent said pric¬ 
es should be capped so fuel was no 
more expensive on motorways than at 
non-motorway forecourts. 

More than a quarter (27 per cent) 
would be happy with fuel being 
capped at just a few pence over the 
non-motorway price, and only 10 per 
cent believed nothing needed to be 
done. 

Also, 44 per cent said they only 
bought fuel at motorway services 
when they had no other choice. Al¬ 
most 20 per cent admitted to putting in 
“just enough fuel to get by” at motor¬ 
way services and finding a cheaper al¬ 


ternative later. In addition, 76 per cent 
said service stations should display 
the price of their fuel before drivers 
pulled off the motorway so they knew 
what they would have to fork out. 

RAC fuel spokesman Simon Wil¬ 
liams said: “It’s no wonder that mo¬ 
torists feel held to ransom with prices 
on the motorways inflated to such an 
extent. 

“We can see no reason why mo¬ 
torway fuel should be so much more 
expensive. In fact, arguably it is much 
easier from a delivery point of view 
than it is getting fuel to urban filling 
stations.”
